Saw With Own Eyes Vic-

While a company of French infan- 
‘try were laying mines between tne 
German and French trenches one 
night, they were spotted by the 
enemy, who opened fire on them, and, 
fis a result, Leon Quarte, one of the 
Company, was forced into a hole by 
the eon fon of on exploding shell, 

Mr, Quatre Is a resident of Mdmon- 
ton and has been invatided home, 
When seen by the Bulletin at his resi- 
dence, in MeCauley street, he was 
able to walk about a little and was in 
hepes that he would soon regain his 
health, 

He is mn native of Paris, Franee, but 
has been a resident of Bdmonton for 
about 15 years, and when the call 
came in August lust he waa seeretary 
treasurer of the Great Northern Tan- 
nery Co, 

In speaking of his injuries, Mr, 
Quatre said, the difficulty or danger 
was net so much from the shells a 
it was from the concussion caused by 
their explosion, and jt was this that 
‘auged all his tribulations, When he 
8s blown into a hole he sprained one 
leg and injured the other, with the 
result that he was unable to help him- 
self, and lay there for four hours, un- 
til daylight, when he was seen by 
members of his company and taken 
back to camp. They had, however, 
to go three-quarters of a mile to’ a 
doctor, and this journey, together 
with the previous exposure, put him 
in such shape that he had to spenc 
several weeks in one of the hospitals 
in Paris before being invalided home, 

Among First to tnlist, 

When the war broke out, Mr. Qua- 
tre immediately applied to the French 
consul for enlistment, as he had pre- 
viously seen four years of, active ser- 
vice in the Freneh army, and held the 
rank of adjutant. On ucceptance of 
his offerfor active.service he left Ede 
monton on Auguet 23rd for Montreal, 
hut on his arrival there found he was 
just too late for the boat and was re- 
gulred to remain several days, Dur- 
ing this thne, however, he was joined 
ny about four hundred reservists from 
different parts of the Dominion, who 
were afterwards conveyed by special 
train to New York, where, before suil- 
ing, they were joined by about 350 
of thelr eountrymen from different 
marty of (he States who were also re- 
turning to France to assist in the de- 
fense of the home land. 

Two days after his arrival in Paris 
he Wae attached to the 82nd infantry, 
at Argentan, and almost immedia 
« battaution of 600 men were ordered 
to the front. in speaking of their 
trip to (he front, Mr. Quatre says: 

Victims of Atrocities, 

“After a day and a night in the 
train, we stopped at Amiens two days 
after the Germans had heen driven 
back. There we met a train of Bel- 
slan refugees, mostly women and chil- 
dren, who were coming from Ostend 
and Antwerp, through Calais, and be- 
ng conveyed south, We went. te 
them and heard from them the most 
incredible statémencs concerning atro- 
cities committed by the Germans in 
Belgium A young girl about 13 
years old attracted me with her 
styange manner, With her was a 
woman about 30 years old, who I 
Jearned after Was her saother. She 
told me, and some. others, the dread- 
ful story. When the invaders came 
to her place, a small village in the 
suburbs of Verviers, her husband was 
fastened with ropes to the 
e, and under hia eyes she was 
ii-treated,

supply. 

Since the pubifeation of the Ger- 
man order, the a@mbarsador here, 
Count von Bernstorff, has virtually as- 
sured the American government that 
no food stuffs Imported from the 
United Statea? or Giher neutral coun- 
tries, would be subject to seizure, 
and press digpatches have announced 
the issuance of o moditying decree 
making such exemptions by the Ger- 
man Bovernment, 

Exception for Wilnebmina, 

Ambaseador Taxe said the british 
sovernment had informed him that 
because the eteamship Wilhelmina, ? 
now bound from New York for Bre 
men with grain and other goods, had 
sailed before the iseuance of the Ger- 
an decree, Aan exception would be 
made in her ease. The vessel would 
be seized, it was sald, but she would 
be released and her’ cargo purchased 
at invoice price by thp British govern- 
ment. Warning was given, however 
that other shipments hereafter of like 
character, when destined § for Ger- 
inawy, direetly or indirectly, would be 
seized as well as the vessels carrying 
them, without compensation being 
paid.
